During the past years in which 
thousands of people have journey¬ 
ed to this city to see the giant 
vine at the Fennel home, no ef¬ 
fort has been made to “dress-up" 
the business section of the city, 
except to place a few flags along 
the streets. This year, not- only 
will the merchants be asked to 
use the flags already in existence 
here, but additional flags and 
decorations will be purchased to 
be suspended from trolley guy- 
wires along the thoroughfares 
leading to the vine. Shields of 
appropriate design will also oe 
used. Owners of date palms are 
requested to wuhhuld trimming 
these graceful trees until the 
time of the fete, so thac the 
fronds may be used to beautify 
telephone poles and light stand¬ 
ards.

to 1929. 

Los Angeles has increased its 
population 148 per cent while Si-

the population of this city was 
only 2026, while the estimated 
number of inhabitants today is 
5000, which represents a growth 
of 146 per cent. 

This record exceeds that of Up¬ 
land, Hemet, Covina, Orange, 
Venice, Ontario, Glendora, Ana¬ 
heim, Riverside and many other 
cities which are regarded as very 
prosperous. It is nearly douu.e 
the percentage of increase in 
Pasadena, which was only fc., 
and is nearly as high as Mon¬ 
rovia, which increased 157 p-:-' 
cent. Take it all the way tin u 
San Gabriel Valley Cities were 
well up to the top of the long 
list in percentage of increase. 

Other indications that this city 
has every reason to feel encour¬ 
aged with growth is the repo, t 
from most of the local real es¬ 
tate dealers that January, 1930, 
was the best month for propery 
rentals that they have experienc¬ 
ed in more than two years. 

Building permits taken out in 
1929 were nearly double those of 
the preceding twelve months, and 
dealers report that inquiries from 
buyers are increasing rapidly. A 
number of real estate sales have 
been reported to this office this 
week, including the purchase of 
the McClosky home at 250 San¬ 
ta Anita Court by Mr. and Mrs. 
G. I. Poulter of the Santiary 
Barber Shop. C. J. Harriman 
states that he sold the home at 
38 Windsor Lane to Robert Bab¬ 
bitt, local plumber, and the house 
at 315 West Highland to Charles 
Feder.
